'Tiriai 
aimed citizens inmeiliately started in 
pnrsaitof the hostiles, hut there are little 
probabilities of their I lei ng ovei'i :i ken. 

The Indians came from the direction of 
Sonora, where uiidontitedly a portion o 
the hostilcs were left in the Sierre Madres 
I by (ieneral Crook. They were mounted 
on bareback horses, and some were with- 
out bridles ; bence it is believed the ani- 
mals had been stolen from ranches south 
of here. Several partlea left this place 
for Soaora during the past few .days, and 
their lata will be anxiously anticipated, as 
it is feared that they have fallen t iclims 
to the savage marauders, The main body 
of the hostilcs are oncamjied near Casas 
Orandi-s, Chihuahua. Their overtures for 
peace liiive been rejected by the Mexican 
authorities, and Col. Joaquin Terrazas 
was at lost accounts organizing troops with 
the intention of attacking tne savages in 
ttieir mountain fortresses. 

News reached hata Tia Sonora to 
eflfect that Ool. Twrasas while reconu^.
